Dear  Sirs, 

I  have  the  honour  to  present  to  you  the  Annual  Report  for  the  year 

1966. 


There  was  no  widespread  incidence  of  illness  in  the  community 
during  the  year  and  its  health  remained  satisfactory. 

The  responsibility  for  the  district’s  water  supplies  was  transferred 
from  the  Council  to  the  Radnorshire  and  North  Breconshire  Water  Board,  We 
saw  the  completion  of  the  water  scheme  from  Dolau  to  the  Ysfa  region.  A 
comprehensive  scheme  was  also  started  for  the  improvement  of  the  water 
supplies  to  Llanyre  and  Newbridge -on-Wye,  and  this  was  later  taken  over  by 
the  V/ater  Board. 

Great  credit  is  due  to  the  Surveyor  and  his  department  for  these 
achievements,  which  have  been  considerable  for  a  rural  area. 

The  problem  of  excessive  infiltration  of  surface  water  into  the  town’s 
sewerage  system  remains  with  us.  It  is  hoped  that  the  attention  being  paid 
to  this  factor  by  the  Surveyor  and  Consultant  Engineers  will  soon  have  a 
satisfactory  conclusion. 

The  absence  of  a  welfare  authority,  or  private,  chiropody  service  in 
the  town  is  to  be  regretted,  as  this  is  a  service  which  is  very  much 
needed  by  the  elderly  once  again. 

Loneliness  is  a  common  afflication  of  old  people  everywhere. 

Grouping  of  some  of  this  age  group  in  bungalows  adjacent  to  the  Old  Person's 
Home  and  both  situated  in  our  new  housing  ests„te,  goes  a  long  way  to 
solving  this  particular  problem.  Even  so,  it  still  exists  as  a  symptom 
among  some.

It  would-be  improper  for  a  little  satisfaction  to  be  derived  from 
a  review  of  progress  in  recent  years.  That  your  efforts  have  not  been 
without  reward  is  reflected  in  the  choice  of  Rhayader  for  the  pilot  scheme 
for  the  expansion  of  small  towns.  Land  has  been  acquired  for  industry, 
for  recreation,  for  private  building  and  for  new  Council  house  development, 
all  within  recent  years.  The  municipal  caravan  park  is  increasingly 
successful  and  further  expansion  is  planned.  Much  of  the  town’s 
unsuitable  property  was  emptied  with  the  completion  of  the  Maesyderi 
estate.  Further  progress  can  be  made  here. 

I  wish  to  thank  you  and  all  members  of  the  Council  staff  for  the 
help  given  to  me  throughout  the  year. 

I  am  specially  grateful  to  the  Public  Health  Inspector  for  his  services 
and  for  his  work  in  the  preparation  of  this  report.

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INTRODUCTION 


For  the  benefit  of  new  members,  it  would  perhaps  be  helpful  to 
explain  the  reasons  why  this  report  should  be  drawn  up.  The  short  answer  is 
that  by  law  the  I'i.O.H.  has  to  make  to  you,  and  various  Government  departments, 
a  report  on  the  previous  year's  workings.  In  this  he  may  comment  on  any 
matter  which  he  thinks  can  directly,  or  indirectly,  affect  the  physical  or 
mental  health  of  the  community. 

The  format  is  partly  dictated  by  circular  from  the  Welsh  Board  of 
Health  but  other  matters  are  included  so  that  you  may  be  made  aware  of  certain 
trends  and  adjust,  or  formulate,  future  policies. 

At  central  Government  level  such  a  report  enables  them  to  compile 
statistics  for  the  country  as  a  whole  and  observe  any  variations  which  might 
pinpoint  peculiar  hazards  in  a  particular  area. 

An  apology  should  be  tendered  for  the  lateness  of  the  report,  which 
has  been  largely  due  to  the  need  for  the  revision  of  the  Rural  Housing  Survey 
and  the  compilation  of  the  results  in  a  different  form.  However,  this  will 
enable  housing  and  other  details  to  be  obtained  much  quicker  in  the  future. 


NATURAL  /'HD  SOCIAL  CONDITIONS 


The  district  is  one  of  the  most  sparsely  populated  in  England  and 
Wales  with  a  density  of  0,04  persons  per  acre,  or  conversely,  22  acres  per 
person.  For  many  years  the  effects  of  depopulation  have  been  recognised  and 
have  concerned  the  Council  and  national  bodies.  Efforts  are  being  made  to 
prevent,  or  to  some  extent  off-set,  the  consequences  of  this  and  the  Council 
are  to  be  congratulated  on  their  positive  efforts.  They  have  acquired  land 
for  industry,  provided  houses  for  the  expected  influx  of  newcomers  and  more 
recently  are  acquiring  land  for  private  development.  The  latter  move  would 
seem  to  be  one  of  the  better  ways  of  solving  our  housing  problem,  since  it 
relieves  the  housing  waiting  list  and  caters  for  the  desire  to  own  ones  own  house. 
One  of  the  first  consequences  of  these  actions  was  that,  owing  to  difficulties 
outside  the  Council's  control,  houses  and  building  plots  were  not  forthcoming 
quickly  enough  to  keep  pace  with  the  initial  progress  of  factory  building.  This 
led  to  the  industries  having  difficulty  in  recruiting  and  holding  staff.  At  the 
same  time  key  staff  were  forced  to  live  in  outlying  districts,  even  as  far  away 
as  Llandrindod  Wells.  This  is  extremely  disturbing  for  it  could  lead  to  an 
in-balance  in  the  community,  and  at  factory  level  means  that  workers  and  officials 
cannot  share  the  same  community  life.  By  the  same  token  it  could  deter  future 
development  and  is  thus  a  trend  which  must  be  resisted. 

The  second  consequence  was  that  Rhayader  was  chosen  as  a  pilot  study 
for  the  expansion  of  small  towns  and  the  Council  agreed  to  co-operate  in  such 
a  programme.  It  was  obvious,  however,  that  with  or  without  a  scheme  the  Council's 
foresight  and  courage  in  acquiring  factory  sites  was  having  its  desired  effect. 
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Rhayader  is  perhaps  reasonably  well  placed  to  assimilate  newcomers 
for  its  position  near  the  border  marches  and  the  influence  of  Birmingham  have 
given  the  district  a  more  cosmopolitan  outlook  than  those  of  more  insular 
areas.  This  latest  upheaval  has  raised  problems  which  should  be  recognised 
if  the  present  trend,  or  the  larger  projected  expansion  is  to  succeed.  Not 
all  of  these  problems  come  within  the  orbit  of  the  Rural  District  Council  and 
the  appropriate  departments  of  central  Government  would  do  well  to  give  them 
their  proper  importance  if  future  expansion  plans  and  other  schemes  are  to 
achieve  any  sort  of  results. 

Chief  amongst  these  is  the  lack  of  social  activities.  To  a 
generation  brought  up  on  canned  entertainment  and  non  participant  sports,  the 
lack  of  community  halls,  cinemas,  dances,  etc.,  is  proving  a  great  obstacle. 

Almost  without  exception,  the  cause  of  discontent  is  the  lack  of  social  amenities. 
To  the  newcomer,  one  television  programme  only,  partly  in  Welsh,  is  also  a  source 
of  dissatisfaction. 

These  particular  items  may  seem  at  first  sight  to  be  insignificant 
but  our  present  experience  shows  them  to  be  very  real  problems.  One  other 
factor  which  should  be  noted  is  that  amongst  those  people  who  do  settle  here 
most  successfully  are  those  of  more  mature  age  or  outlook.  It  is  inevitable 
that  there  should  be  some  "spill  back”  but  the  less  there  is  of  this  the  better 
because  it  has  unsettling  effects  both  at  the  reception  area  and  the  point  of 
departure . 


The  lack  of  a  proper  community  centre  or  even  a  well  equipped 
village  hall  could  very  well  be  the  cause  of  dissipated  effort  in  the  scheme  for 
re-population. 

Other  problems  exist,  do  cause  distress,  and  have  actually  ended  in 
return  to  the  larger  conurbation.  Amongst  these  are  the  fact  that  in  many 
instances  the  families  enjoyed  two  incomes  before  moving  here.  There  is  a  lack 
of  suitable  alternative  employment  for  women  other  than  a  limited  amount  of 
seasonal  work  and  it  seems  essential  that  development  should  include  openings  for 
both  sexes.  Other  contributory  factors  are  (a)  lack  of  nursery  schools; 

(b)  the  high  cost  of  living  in  rural  areas;  (c)  the  fact  that  isolation  and 
lack  of  public  transport  mean  that  a  car  is  essential  -  and  this  on  a  reduced 
income;  (d)  the  high  building  costs,  which  at  the  moment  run  to  more  than 
£-4.  10.  0.  per  square  foot  -  even  if  land  were  available;  and  (e)  the  lack  of 
opportunities  for  school  leavers.  All  these  facts  militate  against 
successful  large  scale  re-population.  Some  of  the  factors  are  within  the  scope 
of  the  local  authority  under  existing  legislation,  some  of  them  lie  within  the 
province  of  central  Government  and  it  seems  unwise  to  expect  a  small  local 
authority  to  go  it  all  alone  without  additional  help. 


HEALTH  SERVICES  FOR  THE  AREA 

The  personal  health  services  are  the  responsibility  of  the  County 
Council.  Environmental  health  lies  in  the  hands  of  the  District  Council  who 
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who/ 

have  a  part-time  Medical  Officer  of  Health,  a  Surveyor  and  a  Public  Health 
Inspector  to  supervise  this. 

The  old  persons’  home  in  Rhayader,  run  by  the  County  Authority,  is 
situated  adjacent  to  the  R.D.C.'s  own  group  of  bungalows  for  the  aged.  It  has 
been  of  great  benefit  to  the  inhabitants,  and  is  a  source  of  great  comfort  to 
many  who  feel  that  they  themselves  may  one  day  require  its  hospitality.  The 
ready  acceptance  of  the  home,  the  further  expansion  of  Rhayader  and  the  high 
proportion  of  aged  persons  prove  that  there  should  be  revision  of  the  scale  of 
such  accommodation  and  it  is  hoped  that  this  can  be  done  on,  or  near,  the 
present  location. 


BIRTHS  AND  DEATHS 


Because  of  constant  de-population  there  is  a  wastage  of  persons  of 
marriageable  age  and  a  consequent  high  proportion  of  old  persons.  In 
calculating  the  rates  of  births  and  deaths  a  comparability  factor  is  therefore 
included;  thus  births  are  multiplied  by  l.l6;  deaths  by  0.94  ,  and  the  rates 
are  so  corrected.

From  these  tables  it  can  be  seen  that  the  births  and  deaths  rates 
for  1966  are  less  favourable  than  the  national  figures,  but  they  equate  better 
when  averaged  over  11  years.  On  the  ether  hand,  over  the  past  17  years  the 
natural  increase,  that  is  the  number  by  which  births  outnumber  deaths,  is  100. 
In  the  same  period,  at  4,090,  the  population  has  fallen  by  988  maiding  a  total 
decrease  of  688.  This  is  the  actual  measure  of  depopulation.  On  the 
brighter  side  it  must  be  pointed  out  that  the  population  figures  are  only 
estimated  and  there  is  evidence  that  the  decrease,  having  shown  a  constant  fall 
until  about  1962,  seems  now  to  be  recovering.

HOUSING 


At  the  end  of  the  year,  due  to  the  completion  of  new  schemes,  the 
housing  list  fell  from  the  previous  year’s  figure  of  94  to  between  90  -  60. 
However,  it  should  be  pointed  out  that  this  figure  is  very  fluid  and  about  90 % 
are  from  persons  in  Llandrindod  Wells  and  farther  afield.  The  figure  is  never 
static  and  applications  are  received  regularly.  Evidence  points  to  demand 
persisting  although  only  a  small  proportion  are  received  from  persons  in  poor 
accommodation  within  the  Rhayader  area. 

The  Council  have  always  had  a  most  enlightened  attitude  to  house 
improvement  grants  and  were  quick  to  realise  that  here  was  a  powerful  weapon 
in  the  field  of  Public  Health.  At  one  and  the  same  time  grants  reduce  the 
number  of  unfit  houses,  reduce  council  housing  demand  and  cater  for  those  who 
desire  their  own  homes.  Emphasis  is  therefore  placed  on  this  work  and  every 
effort  is  made  to  advise  owners  not  only  on  how  to  obtain  grants,  but  also  on 
constructional  details  and  problems.  This  work  takes  time  but  is  most 
rewarding  and  achieving  very  worthwhile  results. 

In  this  area  the  work  really  commenced  with  the  various  hill  farming 
schemes.  Although  accurate  figures  are  net  readily  available,  over  130  farms 
have  been  surveyed  and  partially  improved  and  over  80  completely  reconditioned  or 
replaced  entirely.

Housing  Conditions 

The  district  was  surveyed  in  detail  in  1959  and  all  houses  classified 
as  to  their  condition.  This  position  is  reviewed  annually. 

These  categories  are  as  follows 

Grade  1  Completely  fit  house  with  all  amenities.  Services 
need  not  be  to  public  source. 

Grade  2  House  with  all  amenities,  but  with  some  defects. 

Grade  3  Requiring  repair,  structural  alteration  or  improvement 
and  which  can  be  done  at  a  reasonable  cost  in  relation 
to  the  value  of  the  property. 
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Grade  4 


Appropriate  for  re-conditioning,  improvements  or  extension 
-  this  is  generally  where  a  considerable  amount  of  work 
is  required.  It  is  considered  that  work  costs  would  be 
unreasonable  to  force  the  owner  to  do  in  terms  of  property 
value • 

Grade  3  Unfit  for  habitation  and/or  beyond  repair  at  a  reasonable 
cost.

From  this  it  will  be  seen  that  the  actual  number  of  houses  in  the 
district  has  increased  by  110.  The  number  of  occupied  houses,  however,  has 
only  increased  by  87  showing  a.  persistent  wastage  of  houses.  This  occurs 
mainly  in  the  lower  categories  in  the  outlying  districts. 

Proof  of  the  Council's  improvement  policy  is  seen  in  the  increase  to 
55%  of  those  in  Grade  1.  There  is  however  no  cause  for  complacency.  There 
are  still  many  houses  without  full  amenities  and  very  many  still  without  basic 
amenities.  Much  work  still  remains  to  be  done  and  it  is  estimated  that  the 
rate  of  conversion  to  a  proper  standard  is  running  at  about  5%  per  year. 

The  drop  in  those  in  Grade  5  is  also  encouraging,  especially  when  it 
is  realised  that  one  third  of  these  are  not  occupied, 

A  trend  which  is  persisting  is  that  of  the  demand  for  old  remote  houses 
for  conversion  to  holiday  homes.  The  demand  for  these  does  not  seem  confined 
to  any  particular  income  bracket  and  prices  paid  make  a  mockery  of  ’’reasonable 
expense1'  in  assessing  the  cost  of  repair  of  individual  unfit  houses. 


SEWERAGE 


In  Appendix  B  at  the  rear  are  details  of  the  types  of  sanitary 
conveniences  throughout  the  various  parishes. 
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Since  Inst  year  there  has  been  some  improvement,  notably  amongst 
those  properties  drained  to  septic  tanks.  The  increase  in  houses  connected 
to  a  sewer  has  largely  teen  due  to  the  new  housing  in  Rhayader.  In 
St,  Harmon  Parish  there  Tias  been  reluctance  to  connect  to  the  new  sewer. 

A  scheme  is  being  prepared  for  Abbeycwmhir  and  Llanyre,  but  as  these 
are  the  list  of  the  villages  not  yet  served,  it  seems  that  all  future 
improvements  will  be  as  a  result  of  small  individual  septic  tanks  -  probe.bly 
as  a  result  of  house  improvement  with  grant  aid. 


WATER  SUPPLIES 


The  new  Water  Board  took  over  the  R.D.C.  water  undertakings  in  April. 
The  larger  centres  of  population  are  all  now  served  by  a  public  supply.  Some 
of  the  existing  supplies  are  not  entirely  satisfactory  but  schemes  are  in  hand 
for  improvements. 

Some  extensions  will  undoubtedly  be  made  but  the  bulk  of  improvements 
in  the  future  is  likely  to  come  from  the  installation  of  private  supplies. 

There  is  no  real  lack  of  natural  sources  and  with  mains  electric  extensions  even 
the  humblest  home  should  be  able  to  have  piped  water. 

These  natural  sources  are  reasonably  satisfactory  in  both  quantity  and 
quality  but  owners  are  encouraged  to  instal  small  domestic  filters.  Those 
already  installed  are  satisfactory  and  the  owners  seem  happy  with  the  potability 
of  the  filtered  water. 

Details  of  the  supplies,  together  with  some  other  facts,  are  given 
parish  by  parish  in  Appendix  C. 

Almost  all  the  supplies  are  plumbo  solvent  but  no  lead  is  used  in  any 
drinking  supplies,  indeed  lead  has  such  a  short  life  that  it  had  never  been  used 
in  any  great  extent. 


MEAT  INSPECTION 

There  is  no  slaughterhouse  in  the  district  and  meat  is  brought 
’off  the  hook’  from  Builth,  Llandrindod  and  Llanidloes  and  farther  afield.  The 
inspection  stamp  is  easily  recognised  and  no, cases  were  observed  where  unstamped 
meat  was  on  display.

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By  and  large,  all  food  premises  are  run  almost  on  domestic  lines. 
There  were  no  matters  which  required  statutory  action  although  some 
inspections  were  made  concerning  foreign  bodies  in  food.  This  seemed  to  be 
the  result  of  a  genuine  accident,  and  no  further  action  was  taken. 


REFUSE  COLLECTION  AND  DISPOSAL 

As  much  of  the  district  consists  of  isolated  homesteads  it  is 
difficult  ever  to  envisage  a  100%  collection  service.  However,  the  farmers 
are  making  increasing  use  of  sacks  which  are  left  at  convenient  points. 

Part  of  the  district  has  a  paper  sack  collection  but  the  rest  is  left 
at  the  kerbside.  Although  this  is  not  satisfactory,  once  again  oosts  would 
rocket  if  this  were  altered.  However,  the  Council  are  alive  to  the  problems 
and  the  future  could  well  bring  an  extension  of  the  paper  sack  system,  which 
although  costly  in  materials  may  prove  most  satisfactory  in  the  ultimate. 

Disposal  is  by  tipping  on  marsh  land  and  spreading  is  done  by  a 
tracked  bulldozer.  The  nature  of  the  ground,  and  adverse  weather,  raise  a 
number  of  difficulties  in  obtaining  cover  material  but  although  not  completely 
to  the  Council’  s  satisfaction,  control  is  sufficient  to  prevent  public  health 
dangers,  although  it  is  sometimes  unsightly.  Efforts  are  being  made  to  improve 
this  aspect. 

Details  of  collection  are  as  follows 

Rhayader,  Cwmdeuddwr  - -  Twice  weekly 

Newbridge-on-Wye ,  Doldowlod,  Llanyre,  Crossgates, 

Penybont  and  Nantmel  (part)  — - -  weekly 

St.  Harmon,  Pantydwr,  Nantmel  (part),  Bwlchysarnau 
and  Abbeycwmhir  — - -  Fortnightly. 

The  number  of  houses  receiving;  a;  collection  is  approximately  1138, 
or  nearly  77%  of  the  district. 


PUBLIC  SWIMMING  POOL 

There  is  a  small  pool  for  infants  in  the  Waun  Capel  Parc 
administered  via  the  Parish  Council.  Water  is  pumped  from  the  River.  It  is 
not  properly  treated  although  assistance  has  been  given  to  install  an  improvised 
chlorination  plant. 

The  older  children,  and  adults  have  a  natural  swimming  pool  in  a 
pant  of  the  River  Wye  in  Waun  Capel  Parc  and  this  is  well  used  in  hot  weather 
even  though  river  temperature  is  invariabley  low.

30  visits  were  made  to  these  premises  during  the  year.
